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Giannoni impeached, Senate to hold hearings

ASI President John Giannoni 
has been impeached by ASI 
Student Senator Jean Hoffman 
and five other senators 

Based on nine separate articles 
of impeachment delivered — by 
Hoffman during a meeting of the 
ASI Student Senate Tuesday at the 
University Union, Giannoni must 
now either resign or await a hear- 
ing on his case 

The hearing must take place not 
sooner than a week and not later 
than two weeks from the time of 
impeachment 

The senators seconding the nine 
articles of impeachment were 
Darold Alexander, Bessie Pappas,

Giannoni has since reinstated 
Miller and the CMB, but the ar- 
ticles state he also acted illegally in 
that action

Stone mentioned in his hour - 
long lecture that the intelligence 
agehcies covered up for Nixon and 
actually helped the ex - president 
out of his jam with Watergate. He 
referred to Nixon asa “crafty httle 
nincompoop.” which brought 
laughter to the audience 

Stone said that there “has never 
been such an inane presidential 
campaign than the present one, 
and | must say California has con- 
tributed splendidly.” 

He mentioned that since World 
War II the United States has spent 
billions of dollars on intelligence 
agencies and “their existence has 
corrupted us.” 

The former Washington corres- 
pondent for the The Nation is wor- 
king on long - range study of the 
concept of freedom of thought and 
expression. 


Despite repeated efforts by ASI 
Student Senate Chair Jim Hollen- 
back to get Dave Rick appointed to 
the Board of Justice (BOJ), the 
senate Tuesday did not pass the 
nomination. 

The move failed following five 
reconsiderations by the senate — 
three of which were engineered by 
Hollenback alone. The final vote 
was 8-4-1, short of the required 
two-thirds majority needed to get 


Rick into the Chief Justice's chair 
In related moves the Senate ap- 


proved the appointment of Don 
Kamps to the BOJ by a vote of 12- 
0-0. The Senate also voted to ap- 
prove Eugene Jeni as public 
defender by a vote of 11-0-3 

Hollenback failed in an attempt

Article Ill deals with the fact 
that Giannoni appointed or 
tried to appoint the business 
manager of the Hornet as editor 
and “operations director” of the 
paper after he dismissed Miller 
Hoffman also declared Hollen- 
back as “not impartial” with regard 
to Giannoni’s stand against cam- 
pus media and siding with the 
president. Hollenback 1s legally 
bound to set a date for the 
impeachment hearing and ts sup- 
posed to chair the proceedings 
Hoffman was attempting to 
read a letter from Hollenback to 
other student senators near the end 
of Tuesday's meeting that cited the 
chair’s intolerance to senators who 


re 
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signed the articles of impeachment. 

But Hollenback stopped 
Hoffman before she could read the 
letter that would have damaged his 
case and his image as a supposedly 
“impartial” chair for the upcoming 
senate impeachment hearing 

Giannoni can be removed from 
office by a two - thirds vote from 
the senate after all arguments have 
been heard on each separate ar- 
ticle 

Giannoni’s reation to the 
impeachment was one of semi - 
attitude toward the

“I admit that we ‘overlooked’ 
certain requirements accidentally,” 
said Atty. Gen. Ron Toirac, who 
by-passed the procedure of going 
through a senatorial selection com- 
mittee for BOJ appointments 

Instead, Toirac indicated that 
he had to make all BOJ 
qualification checks himself - 
along with ASI President John 
Giannoni - without = senate 
authorization or consultation 

























Budget battle begins again

Once again, the “battle of the 
budget” has begun. At stake is 
$400,000 in student fees ($20 per 
person). Since the same people 
who approved last year’s budget 
will be drawing up proposals for 
this year’s budget, let us recall some 
of last year’s follies 

ASI Business Manager Larry 
Bliss for example, told Midge 
Marino of the Ink Machine in 
private to “shoot for the moon” in 
her budget request. In public. at a 
Board of Fiscal Matters (BOFM) 
meeting. he ridiculed her for asking 
for so much and ultimately tried to 
eliminate the program entirely 

Ot course we can’t forget the 
immemorable budget that was fab- 
ricated for the Hornet. If Hoilen- 
back, Giannom, Archibald, and 
Bliss had been allowed to get away 
with the amount that was 
originally allocated, we would now 
have an eight page paper, twice a 
week, with the percentage of adver- 
tising so high that it would be a 
“shopper” instead of a newspaper 

Other actions by the infamous 
STEP slate threatened the 
programs of the Children’s Center 
FOP (Educational Opportunity 
Program). Women’s Studies. and 
the College Parolee Program 
These programs help mainly low- 
income people, minorities, and 
vomen 


Senate allocates wad of

The ASI Student Senate ap- 
proved the expenditure of $9,202 
toward a campus billboard and 
four groups of students to attend 
educational conterences 

A $3,000 billboard to advertise 
campus events will be purchased 
with ASI miscellaneous  ap- 
propnations revenue and expen- 
ditures funds. Before the funding 
was approved, the senate was in- 
formed that the university will pay 
for a second billboard if the ASI 
approved the purchase of the first 


It seems, apparently, that main- 
taining a well - padded budget for 
Men's Intercollegiate Athletics 
along with well - clad cheerleaders 
and a spiffy marching band was 
more important to our student 
“leaders.”

This vear promises to be even 
better. A glance at the budget re- 
quests shows us that Men’s Inter- 
collegiate Athletics is asking for 
$77.770 as opposed to last year's 
allocation of $51,661 a sizable 
jump 


So sizeable, in tact, that if one 
were to line up the programs in 
order of least money requested to 
most, the difference in money re- 
quested by Men’s Athletics this 
year and what they received last 
year, $26,109, would wipe out 12 of 
the lower funded programs. The 
entire budget request for Men's 
Athletics, $77,770, would wipe out 


21 lower funded programs. There 
are only 34 programs 
Well, if this Men's Inter- 


collegiate Athletics 1s so important 
maybe it serves more people than 
those 21 other programs. Wrong. It 
serves 10.000 to 15,000 students 


While $3,000 was allocated, no 
bid on the billboard has been 
sought 

The Program Board will be res- 
ponsible tor the billboard an- 
nouncements 

Ten students representing the 
School of Education” were 
allocated $3,780 to attend a 
conterence tor bi-lingual teachers 

The School of Social Work 
received approval! for $750 to send 
two students to the National As- 
sociation of Black Social Workers 
Conference in Baltimore, 
Maryland 


(their figures). Included in the 21 
lower funded programs are three 
programs which serve the entire 
student body, elections, legislative, 
and the Ink Machine. The number 
of students the other lower funded 
programs serve is 11,200 


It is interesting to note that 
above and beyond what Men’s 
Intercollegiate Athletics was 
allocated last year, they requested 
and received over $16,000 from 
BOFM and the student senate, the 
highest total requests for one 
program 


(The next highest request that 
was granted, $15,000, was to Larry 
Bliss for a new business machine 
tor his office. The trouble is that he 
forgot that the office staff would 
have to be trained to use it.) 


The median amount of money 
requested of the 34 programs is 
$5.000. This means that half of the 
Programs are being funded at or 
below $5,000. When one compares 
with a budget request of 
$77,770, it hardly seems fair

Students- athlete 
views suggested 


Editor, the Hornet: 


| am writing to point out a 
damaging pattern in the Hornet's 


coverage of sports events. Why do 


readers only get the coach's 
perspective” 

The question is significant 
because this trend of sports 


coverage results in a distorted view 
of student - athletes. The Hornet is 
by no means the only perpetrator; 
nearly ali newspapers treat 
collegiate sports stories in the same 
manner. The Hornet. however 
because its audience is primarily 
students, has an even stronger 
obhgation to offer access to the 
student - athlete 

The problem is that when only 
the coach is quoted concerning a 
team’s performance, it provides 
only one viewpoint, and a biased 
one at that. Logically, if a story is 
about how a group of athletes per- 
formed ina competition, shouldn't 
the athlete be asked about his her 








performance, rather than the 
coach? 
The prevailing argument 


- athletes 
access to the media is that they 
wouldn't have anything intelligent 
to say. As a veteran of three inter- 
collegiate seasons, t know this to be 


against offering student 


untrue 

Many athletes have more to say 
than coaches, and may well be 
more intelligent. If there is any 
credence to the stereotype of the 
dumb athlete on scholarship, it has 
no relevance at CSUS where 
athletic scholarships are not 
available 

To excel in athletics at the 
university level requires great self - 


discipline and diligence traits 
that often carry over into a 
student's academic pursuits 


Therefore, | would hypothesize 
that the average student - athlete is 
more “on the ball” (no pun 
intended) than the average student 
not involved in intercollegiate 
athletics 

The very fact that a coach is 
asked about an athlete's per- 
formance implies that the athlete 
cannot speak for himself, and 
serves to enforce the fallacious, 
degrading stereotype of the all - 
bran, no - brain “jock.” Fur- 
thermore, the coach often takes 
credit for “his” athlete’s ac- 
complishment, while the athlete 
does the work. This is called ex- 
ploitation. 

All too often, the only time the 
student - athlete’s viewpoint is 
heard is when the dam breaks. Case 
in point is De King. De quit the 
basketball team in midseason 
because of what he indicated was 
poor communication between 
Coach Jack Heron and himself and 
the rest of the team 

Perhaps De’s solution to the 
problem could have been averted if 
he and other players were allowed 
lo voice such sentiments in the 
pages of the Hornet earlier. 
Perhaps the situation would have 
been worsened. In any event, the 
student body could have been in- 
formed of what was really happen- 
ing with the basketball team. We 
have the right to know because it is 
our student activity fees that fund 


the athletics programs 


As a former sports reporter for 
the Hornet, | know that it's easier 
to call the coach, get the results and 
print whatever he says, which is 
usually trite, euphemistic and 
oftentimes bordering on propagan- 
da 

The Hornet, however, has an 
obligation to its readers to show all 
viewpoints, whether is it is covering 
a political issue or a sports event. It 
is time that the student - athlete is 
heard

From these encounters, scripts are established and 
work begins on music, sound effects, lighting and stage design 
Finally the entire production is recorded on stereo equipment 
The master tape is then used during their performance. allow- 
ing the puppeteers to concentrate on the movements and 
interactions of their characters 

The Marco Puppet Theatre has performed in cities and 
towns from coast to coast. Originally based in New York, the 
company now operates from North San Juan, Califorma 
Over the past four years, they have played California State 
colleges and universities, elementary schools, county fairs and 
craft and art festivals. The Marco Puppet Theatre has also

The National College Athletic 
Association (NCAA) has asked the 
U.S. District Court for Kansas to 
declare Title 1X sex discrimination 
regulations illegal as they apply to 
college athletics 

According to the NCAA, the 
regulations issued by HEW last 
June goes beyond both the letter of 
litle IX and the intent of Congress 

The suit seeks a declaratory 
judgement that the regulations “are 
unlawful and invalidly issued, 
either as a whole or in part as they 
puport to apply to the conduct of 
intercollegiate athletic programs 
and the awarding of scholarships 
- aid in connection 
therewith.” [It also seeks an in- 
junction against HEW from en- 
forcement of those sections alleged 
to be illega! 

The suit lists five specific com- 
plaints 

HEW 1s trving to regulate 
athletic programs without showing 
that they are direct recipients of 
federal financial assistance 

Congress intended that Title 
1X should apply only to directly to 
such programs 


or grants - in

The regulations 
“reasonable = oppertuntty™ 
members of both sexes to receive 
athletic scholarships “in propor- 
tion to the number of students in 
each sex participating” in inter- 
collegiate athletic programs, which 
is in violation of the “equal protec- 
tion” provisions of the Fifth and 
Fourteenth Amendments
